THE LOSS OF THE BREUEN. 
It appears to be established by the testi­ 
mony of the office/a aud crew of the 
wrecked ship Bremen that the fog-horn 
was not heard by them until after she had 
struck on the Farallones. It has been sug­ 
gested by a San Francisco paper, as a pcs 
sible explanation of this, that sometimes 
souud is acted upon by fog in the most 
eccentric and mysterious ways, and that 
the people of the Bremen may not have 
heard the horn, even though it was beiD 
blown persistently. It is no doubt true 
that sound is sometimes acted upon by 
fog in this way. Professor Tyndall has 
published the results of a series of experi­ 
ments upon these phenomena, showing 
that the sound of a syren or fog horn may 
be completely stopped in one direction, 
while it is carried in another to a great 
distance. But it is clear that a question of 
this kind ought not to be left in doubt, for 
if the light-keepers can always explain the 
inability of ship masters to hear the fog­ 
horn by reference to Professor Tyndall 
and the deflection of souud by fog-waves, 
it is evident that it will be quite easy for 
them to neglect their duties with im­ 
punity. If fog-horns on this coast are 
liable to be rendered useless by the fog, 
moreover, it will be necessary to substitute 
something else for them, and therefore when­ 
ever a case like that of the Bremen occurs 
there should be a thorough scientific exam­ 
ination of the (juestion. 


THE DEFEAT OF MI TCRELL. 
The defeat of Mitchell for the United 
.States Senate in Oregon marks the close 
of ona of the most stubborn and protracted 
political battles on record. At the begin­ 
ning of the contest Mitchell appeared to 
have almost enough votes to elect. But a 
most bitter and determined war was made 
upon him, his record was torn to pieces, 
and an opposition combining very many 
energetic elements was developed. Still he 
held his ground with great tenacity. The 
attacks upon his record aud character did 
not appear to have any effect upon his sup­ 
porters, and the bitterness of the fight 
went on increasing till the end. It became 
evident a week ago that Mitchell could not 
be elected, but all efforts to concentrate 
the opposition vote upon some other man 
were unavailing until it became apparent 
that unless prompt action was had the 
statutory limit would expire before an elec­ 
tion was accomplished. At the last mo­ 
ment, therefore, a concentration was ef­ 
fected upon Joseph N. Dolph, at present 
Vice-President of the Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation Company, and resident attor­ 
ney for Henry Villard, of the Northern 
Pacific. Mr. Dolph bears a high reputation 
for ability, and it is to be expected that he 
will honor the responsible position to which 
he hag been chosen. 


NOT VERY LUCID. 
Henry George is reported as saying in a 
speech at New York that there would be 
no kings in Europe to-day if the people of 
the United States had done tbeir duty. We 
are unable to see any point in this remark. 
Surely Henry George does not mean to echo 
the vulgar fallacy that the abolition of roy­ 
alty is a panacea for all the ills that af­ 
flict mankind ? Such a sentiment is only 
worthy of the Sand-lota. Tie truth is 
that there never has been any tyranny com­ 
parable for odiousness to such a tyranny, 
and when men go about preaching the con­ 
fiscation of property, and setting up a 
devil’s doctrine of robbery and spoliation 
as the last brand-new invention of nine­ 
teenth century philosophy, they are doing 
more tnisohief than any kings in modern 
times are at all likoly to accomplish. Per­ 
haps Henry George did not mean what is 
attribnted to him, but in any case the doc­ 
trines he preaches are by no means calca- 
lated to benefit the world. 


Homeric T rov.—Dr. Schliemann has 
recently delivered an interesting address 
before a scientific body at Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, giving an account of some of 
the results of his labors. 
He said : 441 
have proved that in the remotest pre­ 
historic ages a great oity stood on the 
plain I have examined. Ita acropolis and 
its temples only, however, were at His- 
sarlik, while ita lower quarters extended 
in an eastern, southern, and western di­ 
rection along the platean denominated at 
a subsequent period Novum Ilium. The 
city consequently corresponds exactly with 
the Homeric description of the sacred 
Ilios. I have further demonstrated afresh 
that the ruins on the Bali Dsgh are com­ 
paratively modern, and that the claims 
of the Utter to be regarded as the site of 
the ancient Homeric Troy I ave utterly 
collapsed. I have further shown that tbe 
layers of debris, whicb in liissarlik are 
sixteen meters deep, are but very slight at 
five of the most remarkable poiut9 on the 
Troaa, where the oldest settlements appear 
to have been situated. 
M rreover, from 
my researches in the graves of heroes, it 
is apparent that the two tumuli ascribed 
by ancient tradition to Achilles and 
Patroclus must be several centuries Uter 
than the Trojan war, while the tumulus 
ascribed by tradition to Protesilans be­ 
longs to the second period—that i>; after 
the oity of Troy had been burned.” 


Lord Aberdeen's Tenantry — Lord 
Aberdeen, whose tenants in Aberdeenshiie 
number 1,130, and who pay an annnal 
rental of $230.000 (£40,000), told his tec- 
ants recently at a general meeting that if 
any of them thought their farms too high 
rented he was prepared to have them re­ 
valued, he choosing one valuer and the 
tenants nominating several, from whom he 
wonld choose a second. It appears that 
only 30 tenants applied for revaluation, and 
the report of the valuators shows that in 
the case of 13 rentals were fixed at the 
same amount as was formerly paid, or 
slightly raised, the average being only 
three-quarters per cent.; lg were reduced 
in varying sums of small amount, the de­ 
crease being, on the average. 3 1 oer cent. 
Tnese 25 cases represent £2,581 of ihe 
£5,440 rental paid by the 39 tonicts. The 
results in tha remaining 14 farms show a 
redaction from £2.S39 to £1,500—a differ­ 
ence of only £350—the largest percentage 
being on farms from J^ ^ ^ yA ^ ^ early 
rent.

Pennsylvania's Bicentennial. 
C h e s te r, October 32i.—Friends assembled 
in the meeting-house in this city this after­ 
noon to commemorate the landing of WillUm 
Penn at this place 200 years ago. So many 
responded to the invitation that a large num­ 
ber were unable to gain admittance. John 
M. Broomall, of Medís, O , opened the 
exerciseB with an enlogy of Penu. Ella 
Hook read the following letter from John G. 
W hittier: 
Dasvkrs (Mass.). October 10,1882. 
S&iah B. Flitch, Chester, Pa. —My Dear Friend: 
It is well that Friends should commemorate the 
landing of the founder ol Pennsylvania aud the 
great apostle of their faith on the pleasant shores of 
Chester 200 years ago—an event so picturesque in 
its surroundings and circumstances, so ini wrtaut in 
its results and influences—a subject worthy of the 
poet’s pen or painter's pencil. I should lie glad if it 
were possible for me to put into fitting metrical 
form the thoughts aud emotions which i awaken*, 
but the burdeu of years begins to rest heavily upon 
me, and I shrink from tbe effort of handling such a 
theme. In spite of the endeavor al the historian, 
more regardful if tne display of In* rhetoric and 
sarcasm than histoiical accuracy and justice, the 
memory of William Penn is secure in its grauu out­ 
lines aud un ullitd purilv. He stands, and will for­ 
ever stand, with the sages, statesmen aud philan­ 
thropists of whom the world of their day was not 
worthy. He lived anil thoughteenturies in advauce 
of his eontempoiari 8, and slowly but surely gene­ 
rations since have been approcching the moral and 
jiolitical standard which be set up on the shores of 
the Delaware. Looking over some old papers re 
ceiitly, 1 found some verses written by me when a 
boy of 10, nearly sixty years ago. Of course the 
circumstances under which they were penned alone 
entitle them to uotice, but 1 venture to send them 
as the only response to thy request I can make I 
am truly thy friend, 
JOHN G. WHI ITlKa. 
The poem referred to is a rather boyish 
effort in eulogy of William Penn, and con­ 
trasts his method of dealing with the Indians 
with that pursued by others. It was writteu 
in 1824. Poems were read by Mrs. Sarah I, 
Oberholtzer and Mary P. Fawkes, of Chester 
couaty, and Heury S. Kent, of Pniladelphia. 
Addresses were also made by Alfred H. 
I.sne, President of the Pennsylvania Peace 
Society, Samuel J. Leurck, ot Philadelphia, 
and others. The services in all the churches 
of this city to-day were in keeping with the 
occasion. To-morrow will be the centennial 
of the landing of Penn, and will be fittingly 
celebrated. 
^Philadelphia, October 221.—To-morrow 
night 1,000 Germans wifi assemble ia front of 
Independence Hall aud sing appropriate 
songs. At midnight the State House bell 
will announce the landing day. Tne prepa 
rations for the occasion are made on an 
elaborate scale. Wednesday (trades day) 
will be given over to a parade of the in­ 
dustries ct the city and State, and in the 
j evening there will be a street parade, repre­ 
senting scenei in the life and career of Penn.

41 When I was a boy there lived near our 
house, in a part of Cleveland that was 
then almost in the woods, a maiJen lady 
who was in very poor health. In girlhood 
she was not strong, and as years advanced 
she imagined herself growing more and 
more delicate, till at last she took to her 
bed, where she afterward remained in daily 
expectation of death. Her nerves were 
delicate, and iu my school days the school­ 
master used to warn us urchins to keep 
quiet when going by her house, aa we might 
disturb her if any noise was made. My 
youth and boyhood passed, and with the 
coming cf manhood I discovered that a 
young sister of the invalid was a very pret* 
ty girl, and when, after coming home from 
church cr smging school with her, an invi­ 
tation to come in was given, it was always 
accepted. The short and awkward visits 
made at first soon gave place to the old- 
fashioned Bitting up. One evening several 
of the young people came in, and the 
talk and laughter grew hilarious, 
It 
was checked instantly by a heavy 
thump on the tl )or of the room directly 
overhead, where the sick woman lay. One 
warning was enough, but the frequency of 
the signal afterward tended to lessen our 
respect for it. It seem9 that she kept a 
big cane standing at the side of her bed, 
and by rapping with it she indicated her 
wants and her displeasure. Finally, one 
night, after being cautioned several times 
in the usual manner without effect, the 
parlor door opened suddenly upon the as­ 
sembled party, and the bed-ridden woman 
stood before our eyes, holding the awful 
cane iu hand. It was the first time she 
had moved in twenty years. Her entrance 
wis so sudden that she was able tcrgive 
two or three stinging blows to those sitting 
nearest her before an escape conld be made. 
In a moment a shout of laughter went up, 
and the supposed invalid was not slow in 
finding that she wss the cause. Her 
mother and sister fi*ed her with suitable 
clothes, and she spont the remainder of the 
evening down stairs, and the day following 
she went abont the family housework. I 
didn’t marry the girl whom I courted un­ 
der such adverse circumstances. She in 
time married and went to Massachusetts, 
and it was only last week that I saw the 
once invalid woman walking as briskly as 
any person of 87 could be expected todo.”

ACROSS THE ATLANTIC, 
I ermission has been obtained from the 
German Emperor for the opening of an­ 
other Cologne Cathedral lottery to raise 
mopey with which to purchase the houses 
at present incumbering the cathedral square. 
It is the intention to demolish these houses 
in order to afford a free, open space of 
proper and worthy size for the cathedral, 
which is the noblest gothic monument in 
the Emperor’s dominions. 
M. Erckmann, the novelist, has been ill, 
and so seriously ill that his life was at one 
time in serious danger. He was first at­ 
tacked by jaundice and then by gastric 
fever. Since the annexation he has lived 
away from Alsace, although, should he re­ 
cover, it is hia iutentioD to pay his native 
country a visit next year. His colleague, 
31. Chatnan, was in Paris a fortnight ago 
superintending the rehearsals of 44 Madam: 3 
lhercse.” 
Forty-two of the most important light 
houses on the French coast will, it is de­ 
clared, be lighted by electricity. To equip 
-i 
this system will entail a cost of 
$ 1,000,000, which is to be spread over eight 
years. For immediate expenditure $30,. 
000 has been voted, and it is expected that 
next year a demand will be made in the 
Chamber for $140,000. The house of Cape 
Gnsnez, between Calais and Boulogne, will 
be the first taken in hand. 
The small Province ot Hohenzollcrn,witb 
a population of only 67,000, is the champion 
consumer of beer in the entire domain of 
Prussia. By the statistical bureau, while 
an average consumption of beer in the 
whole country for 1881 is struck at 84 2 
liters, in Hohenzollern the average on the 
same basis reaches 153 liters. These 67,000 
inhabitants of Hohenzcdlxrn spent for beer 
in the same year 1 202,468 marks above the 
normal average for a like number of people 
elsewhere in Prussia. 
During the month of August S5 vessels 
with emigrants on board sailed from the 
harbor of Liverpool. Of these emigrants, 
13,452 were Eogüsh, 66 Scotch, 1,084 Irish, 
5,409 foreigners (to the English) and 552 of 
a nationality that was not known. Of the 
85 ships, 39 were bound to the United 
States, with 15.746 passengers; 17 to 
Canada, with 4,502; 2 to Australia, with 
48; 8 to South America, with 105 ; 7 to 
India, with 52 ; 3 to the West Indies, with 
22; 4 to China, with 13, and 5 to the west 
coast of Africa, with 77. 
The Italians are already making prepa­ 
rations for the celebration in March, 1883, 
of the 400ih anniversary of the birth of 
Raphael. At Urbino, on the square in 
front of the Palazza Ducale, a monument 
is to lie erected, the particulars of the com­ 
petition for which have already been pub­ 
lished. It will be of white Carrara mar­ 
ble, with reliefs in bronze, and 80,000 lire 
have been fixed upon as the cost of the 
whole work. Prizes of 1,500, 1,000 and 
o00 lire have been offered to the competi­ 
tors.Ihe name of the Russian actress who 
committed suicide in the house of the Due 
de Moray, though spelled with more let­ 
ters, is really the same as that of Dickens’ 
Fagin. The literal meaning is figs. Mile. 
Feyghine s funeral was held in the Greek 
church in Paris, the Russian priests ac­ 
cepting the medical certificate that she 
committed snicide when of nnsoncd mind. 
The chief mourner was M. Perrin, of the 
Theater Franoais, behind whom walked 
the Due de Moray and his friend the Prince 
de Sagan and Prince Murat. The remains 
were buried at Pere la Chaise. 
^ Dr. Lamson had his life insured for 
$5,000, and prior to his arrest on the charge 
of poisoning his brother-in-law only one 
premium had been paid. Immediately be­ 
fore his conviction Dr. Lamson assigned 
the policy absolutely to W. A. Mills, the 
solicitor by whom he was defended, and 
directed that the mony be used to cover 
the balance of the costs of the defense. 
Some years ago the House of Lords decided 
that under circumstances like those of the 
Lamson case a policy was void, even though 
the policy provided that death at the 
hands of justice shall not vitiate. In spite 
of this, however, the company has decided 
to pay the full amount of the policy, al­ 
though there Becms to be no doubt that 
they might have successfully resisted pay­ 
ment. 
Some one in Germany has taken the 
trouble to collect the statistics of Shakes­ 
pearean dramatic representations in that 
country during the two years and a half 
from July, 1879, to December, 18S1. They 
show 214 performances of works by Shakes­ 
peare on different stages of the city of 
Berlin alone, viz., 73 at the Court Theater, 
63 at the National Tneater, 37 at the Os- 
tend Theater, 28 at the Victoria Theater, 
S at the Belle-Alliance Theater, a .d 5 on 
smaller stages, making an average of one 
Shakespeare performance for every four or 
five nights. During the same period all 
German theaters together represented 
Shakespeare 1,834 times. The plays most 
in favor at Berlin were 4 4 The Tempest” (45 
times), 44 Midsummer Night’s Dream” (34 
tim es), a u j 44 Ilm m lct” (23 timo* ) 
_ Of iron men named Krupp there are two 
in Germany having A. for their sole initial. 
Both originally belonged to the same firm, 
and how they became separated forms an 
interesting story, which has just heen told 
in Paris, where Herr Arthur Krupp re­ 
cently arrived. In 1S55 the Krupps, by 
being thus associated together, took to cast­ 
ing guns at their factory, and in 1863 made 
the weapon which took the first prize at 
the French Exhibition of 1807. Soon after 
this the firm proposed to Marshal Niel and 
General von Moltke to cast for both their 
Governmtnts respectively, an offer which 
was the cause of the retirement of Arthur 
Krupp, who founded thereupon an iron 
foundry at Berndorf, in Austria, and left 
Alfred to conduct the works at Essen. 
Arthur s foundry, outside of Europe, if 
often there, is not heard of, but Alfred’s 
gun business is the wonder of the world, 
as the statistics will show that it ought to 
be.^ The population of the Essen works is 
15,700, and the number of boilers and en­ 
gines is as follows : 429 boilers, 453 steam 
engines, with a horse-power of 18,500 ; 82 
steam hammers, 1,556 furnaces, of which 
14 are high furnaces, producing 300,000 
tons of steel and 26,000 tons of iron yearly.

Carpenter was 
introduced to the meeting. 
Mr. Carpenter 
said he did not consider himself a stranger in 
Sacramento, as he had lived in an adjoining 
county for many years, and had spent large 
portions of time in this city, and after a 
j lurnay of many miles through the valley of 
Sacramento be waB glad to return and look in 
the Face of a Sacramento audience.

A Case of C ircum stantial Evidence—1 lie 
Frisoners Interview ed. 
Charles Dnrsay and J . C. Patterson, ac­ 
cused of the m urder of W. F. Camming: 
near Nevada City over three yearn ago, were 
taken from the city prison yesterday by de­ 
tectives Lees and Aull, who dtparted fcr 
Nevada City with their prisoners. 
The read­ 
ers cf the R e c o r d U n io n will remember the 
occurrence cf tfce murder, the details of which 
are that Mr. Cummings wa3 a passenger on 
tbe Eureka stage from Moore’s F iat to Ne­ 
vada City. 
He had in his possession a valise 
containing a bar of gold valued at 8*0,700. 
When the stage was w ittio three miles of 
Nevada City, two masked men stepped from 
the bushes aud ordered a halt. 
There were 
eleven persons, including the driver, on board. 
These Were arrange! in a line, in tho custom­ 
ary way of stage robbing, and tbe express 
box broken open. 
When one of * ha robbers 
attempted tí) take Mr. Camming ' vslice he 
interfered, and had a struggle with Mai. Mr. 
Cummings was apparently getting th» better 
of his antagonist, when ths othi r robber sent 
the contents of a shotgun iuto Mr. Cum­ 
mings’ neck, killing him icsU ctly. 
After 
robbing the remaining passengers the stage 
was ordered to procttd, aud take the dead 
body w i'h it. 
As soon as the feet of the r.ib- 
bery and murder was known m Nevad t City 
the excitement b.csm e intense, a -d iu ash o rt 
time forty citizens, under Sheriff Montgom­ 
ery, started in pursuit, but the highwaymen 
had made good their escape.

shoulder and said, “ T hat’s Dorsey ; th at’s 
our m an,” and knowing the desperation 
of the man they,

public, as he was a refp acted citizen aud 
eng8ged in business, having both a lumber 
yard and a saloon. 
Ths detectives, having a 
rcquisiim on the Governor of Missouri but 
none on the Governor of Indiana, readily 
c mseuted, on condition th at he would return 
with them to Missouri. 
This he contented to 
do, but asked for six hours’ time in which to 
arraDge his affairs, which was granted.

He was very reticent, saying th at all 
hg knew was that he was arrested on a charge 
o f murder. 
He stated bis m m e to b e Chas. 
H , l ’horce, and his busines: in Union City, 
Iikiiana, but his residence in Jacks,in town- 
slilp, D.<rke county, Ohio, Union City being 
ditided by the State line. 
Ha said he was in 
C iifo rn ia on September 1, 1879, the day the 
m urder was committed, bnt denied that his 
nafae is Dorsey. 
He eaid he was born in 
Kentucky, but brought up in Ohio, and is 
38 years of age. 
Further he had nothing to 
say, as he knew nothing of the crime for 
width he was under arrest. 
Patterson was 
m »e ta lk a tiv e , but said he had no statem ent 
to É iake a t the present. 
Said he was 45 years 
oH, and a native of Ireland. 
H e acknowl­ 
edged hsving been in California on Septem- 
beifjl, 1879, and knew Dorsey in this State, 
Is i inolder hy trade, but while in California 
worked as an engineer. 
l i e namei of Charles Dorsey and John C. 
P aicrson both appear in the rogueB’ gallery 
at tie police office in this city, where they 
have been registered for about two years, and 
as fallows:

engineer; 
about 38 years o ld ; 5 feet II 
inches in h ig b t; light complexion; hazel 
eyes;

Third Battalion of the Missouri Cavalry. 
In the win*er of 1853 he was arrested in Ten- 
neeseee while on secret service and kept in 
jail for a while, bn*, man’gecl to escape.

1864 Mr. M cQuiddy left the »rmy to look 
after hi? children, who were with his father 
in the State r.f Tennessee. 
He remained in 
charge of bia father’s farm until 1874. when 
he removed to the State of California.

district, and led in oppoe’tinn to the com­ 
pany’s claims.

I t appears th a t about 0:30 a. m. engineer 
Charles W ells and firem an Jo sep h Bostley 
left the N orth A dam s depot on the engine 
Deerfield, pushing a ciboose loaded with 
th irty meD, going to work a t different places 
on the road. 
T he p arties in the car included 
a section gang of masons, Jo h n C. M adden 
fo rem an ; a gang of stone-cutters, P eter 
B arry fo rem an ; 
a 
gang of 
track-layers, 
Tiiom as Q jin n fo rem an ; a gang of carpen* 
ters, J . J . Peckham , forem an. 
T he engine 
and cabouss had started for the tunnel, and 
had gone about half w ay there when the 
caboose, which was in front, collided w ith the 
T roy and Boston engine. 
T ne caboose was 
raised from the track s and carried to the 
cow catcher of the engine Deerfield. 
The 
front of the envine was sm ashed in, the steam 
and hot w ater fljtv into th e caboose, and the 
m en who were n ot h u rt in the collision 
w ere 
scalded 
badly,

THE CAUSE OK THE ^ ’PLOSION. 
10 p. M.—T he doc ors found thirty-three 
injured, all scalded, and m any w ith cuts and 
broken bones. 
Joseph Bostley, the fireman 
of ihe engine, Deerfield, whose eyes were 
burned out and whose face, arm s and body 
were scalded, died to-night in terrible agony. 
H a leaves a wife and three sm all children. 
T he explosion of th e engine was ciu seiib y thE 
d raw -b ar of the caboose bursting in th e plate 
of the cylinder of the engine Deerfield, and 
the steam blew open the door of th e caboose 
and filled the caboose, in which there were 
th irty m en crow ded close together. 
M any 
w ere unable to reach the doors, and in the 
stam pede m any banes were broken. 
Tne 
boiling w ater and steam satu rated the m en’s 
clothes in a m om ent, and the m en were fear­ 
fully burned. 
A li the injured were carried 
‘ 
djuining houses, and all th e day doc- 
os were 
crow ded 
w ith auxious 
eecliiag them to first atten d their 
injured. 
TeléTraph operator Haywood, who 
sa t in the engine cab, was throw n through 
the w indiw , b u t escaped w ithout injury. 
M anager Locke states th a t the accident was 
•reused by engine 20 becom ing uncoupled from 
its cars and com ing back into the yard by the 
eastern m ain track , a thing w hich it should 
not have done. 
I t was very foggy, and the 
engineers were unable to eee one another’s 
locomotives.

CHINA. 
One of th e frequent droll squabbles be­ 
tw een Macao— which claims to be an old 
Portuguese colony, though China has never 
adm itted the claim —and the Chinese au ­ 
thorities of Canton, is now in progrees 
A 
Canton revenue cu tter seized a junk sailing 
from Macao, and killed one of the crew, 
who resisted. 
Tne G overnor of Macao 
sent in a remonstrance- 
Troop3 from Can­ 
ton to the num ber of 400 marched down to 
the boundary line of Macao and encamped 
in ten tents. The Governor dem anded th at 
the place be cleared in eight hours. 
The 
Chinese then took J o a n six tents b ut w ith­ 
drew no soldiers. 
Then the Governor rose 
in Iris m ight aod notified his cavalry es­ 
cort, the national guards, the police and 
w hat not, to prepare for the fray. 
They 
prepared acd m arched to th e boundary 
line, where at last accounts the tw o armies, 
about equal in strength, stood m aking faces 
at each other. 
No more will probably be 
heard of this affair, b u t others will con­ 
tinually recur, until the proper positions 
and rights of Portugal and China are defin- 
i ’ely decided. 
Troubles are threatening again betw een 
the French and natives at Hanoi, Tonquiu. 
Chinese troops in considerable num bers 
appear to have come to the assistance of 
the A nnam ites, and there seems to be no 
foreign authority sufficient to preserve 
order in th e disturbed district. 
B ritish A dm iral W illes is again on his 
way to Peking, having returned from a 
second visit to Corea. 
JAl’AN. 
U nited StatcB Consul-General Van Buren 
returns home this mail on leave of absence. 
I t is reported th a t he goes to m ake appli­ 
cation for one of the Judgeships contem ­ 
plated in a proposed new bill for reorgan­ 
izing the American judiciary in Japan and 
China. 
H is friends 
proclaim 
him —in 
strong letters of support—em inently fitted 
for the new post, and, indeed, the transfer 
would be m ost desirable if it could pu t an 
end to the extraordinary practice of w rit­ 
ing letters to the newspapers on all possible 
subjects to which he is now addicted. The 
little settlem ent of Yokoham a is kept in a 
state of unwholesome exoitem ent by com­ 
m unications either known or reasonably 
believed to proceed from the American 
Consul-General, and m any b itter quarrels 
have consequently been engendered. 
The tem porary w ithdraw al of the Con­ 
sul-General brings once more into relief 
some of the defects of tho American Con­ 
sular system. 
In his absence the V ice­ 
Consul-General acts for him. 
But there is 
virtually no such thing as a Yice-Consul- 
Gerreral. 
The title exists, 
but, except 
when th e Consul General goes away, the 
official has no definite position, nor does he 
draw any salary. 
I t is therefore the cus- 
t un to name some clerk or attache Vice­ 
Consul-General, sud take the chances of 
hie competency in tim e of need. 
The pre­ 
sent incum bent, it may be eaid, has a sort 
of double non-existence ; for he stands on 
the pay-roll as interpreter until be is 
pushed forward as Vice-Consul General. 
He claims to bs only a simple clerk, but is 
compelled to appear in two other capacities, 
for which be has no qualifications. 
The 
G overnm ent will not pay for useful and 
Decessary clerks, b n t will pay for in ter­ 
preters who know no language but their 
own, and will create tem porary Vice Con­ 
suls General who know no law. 
Of all the 
great powers hers represented, tho U nited 
States is the most open to ridicule on points 
like this. 
The M inisters and Consuls do 
not even live, altogether, in their houses. 
They live, more or less, in their jails, or 
Conrt-rooms, since tbeir residences are 
partly b ailt from appropriations for prisons, 
etc. 
T hat, however, may not be disgrace­ 
f u l; nut th e exercise of judicial functions 
by a person entirely incapable, certainly is 
disgraceful. 
Cholera has returned—in fact it has 
never been driven away this year. 
Official 
returns show th at since the 1st of M ay 
over 47,000 cases have been recorded, of 
which nearly 2S.000—more than one half­ 
ended fatally. 
Customs returns show th a t in recent 
months the exports from Japan have ex­ 
ceeded th e imports. 
I t is reported th at the Japanese G overn­ 
m ent proposes to station a gunboat in the 
o tter and seal region next year, to prevent 
the wholesale robberies com m itted there 
by vessels of various nations. 
Up to July, 
this summer, it is estim ated th a t 0,000 
seals and a few hundred otters had been 
killed, and the season was then far from 
ended. 
COREA. 
T he Corean King has issued a proclama­ 
tion in which, os is not infrequent in the 
extrem e East, he attributes to his own 'ack 
of ** virtue ” and failure to observe royal 
duties, all the troubles th at have lately vis­ 
ited his land. 
H e accuses himBelf of em­ 
ploying incom petent M inisters, and of ne­ 
glecting the welfare of his kingdom and 
people. He promiees full am endm ent, w ith 
the aid—it is im plied— of the imperial 
authority of China, to which he returns 
thanks for quelling recent disorders. 
The 
term s of this edict would appear utterly 
abject and contem ptible to W estern read­ 
ers. bu t will not be so regarded in Asia. 
There is munh doubt as to the where­ 
abouts of Tai In K un, father of the Corean 
K ing and instigator of all disturbances. 
He was inveigled on board a Chinese ship- 
of-war and transported, much against his 
will, to ChiDa. 
H e refused to m eet Li 
H ung Chang—the active ruling agent in all 
Chinese affairs—at Tientsin, and, by uni­ 
versal report, wa» taken onward to l’eking. 
Presently three high oommissioners arrived 
in China from Corea, bringing a petition 
from the K ing th a t the captive be released 
and perm itted to return home. 
I t is not 
generally believed th at he has been re­ 
leased, although reports to th a t effect have 
circulated. 
The Japanese camp is still 
kept up in Seoul, the Corean capital, and 
is Baid to preserve order on all sides. 
The 
Chinese camp, of much larger num bers, is 
also stationed in Seoul. 
Fugitive Coreans 
daily seek protection in the Japanese camp, 
where discipline is strict, against aggrcs- 
sions and outrages of Chinese soldiers, who 
are in a state of misrule. 
The situation is 
difficult and delicate, bu t reports from 
foreign observers declare th a t the Japanese 
bear them selves w ith discretion in all cases. 
The Chinese authorities have promised to 
advance the m oney required for the Corean 
indem nity if Corea is unable to raise the 
am ount— 150,000 yen down and 100,000 
yen annually for four years. 
Japanese 
officials are now directing the d e tra c tio n 
of the posta erected by Tai In K un in all 
highways, bearing inscriptions hostile to 
foreigners. 


THE PACIF.C 
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daily mail has been established be­ 
tw een Sm artsville and N orth San Juan. 
The shaft is now down sixty feet below 
the second level in the H srtery mine, and 
the ledge shows an average w idth of fifteen 
inches.—[Grmas Valley Union. 
M any of th e Btreeta of Red Bluff are 
being greatly improved by filling in the 
low placea w ith debris and broken brick 
taken from the rains of b u rn t buildings. 
A stock company w ith $60,000 has been 
formed a t G ridley for the purpose of erict- 
ing a new flouring mill. 
One r.f the mem­ 
bers of th e company is going E ast shortly 
to purchase necessary m illing m achinery. 
Farm ers generally in this vicinity are 
plowing or getting ready to do so, which, 
together w ith th e recent storm (that the 
w tather-u ise say indicate an open winter), 
augurs well for a season of prosperity and 
plenty next y ear,—[Lassen Advocate. 
The rapid settlem ent of the Yellowstone 
valley is m anifested by the increasing bu 3- 
inesr of the Land Office, for the receipts of 
the preaent m onth to date have greatly ex­ 
ceeded those of any ten dave since’ the 
opening of the office.—[M iles City Press. 
A ltaras county, Idaho, ofjw hich Hailey 
is the county seat, is nearly as large as the 
S tate of Ohio, contains the famous W ood 
river, Saw tooth and Sm oky mines, and a 
population of 10,000 people—one-fifth of 
the entire population of Idaho Territory. 
The latest news from the Caraiar (Alaiks) 
mines is th at, w ith few exceptions, the 
claims during the season have paid toler­ 
ably well. 
A new strike is reported, and 
in many instances w hite men who sold 
their claims to Chinese would readily avail 
themselves of an opportunity to rew ork 
them . 
The general exodm of m iccrs will 
commence abont the 25th of November 
from F o rt W rangel. 
The hills around P iedm rnt are looking 
in splendid condition. 
V oluntary crops of 
barley are springing up in every direction, 
and rise already several incoes above the 
ground. 
The country generally never 
looked b etter a t this tim e of the year than 
now, and if the w eather ahculd continue 
w ithout hot winds, there will be abundance 
of grain feed fully tw o m onths earlier than 
usual.—[Oakland Y idette.

includes firearm s of all k in d s, im proved 
am m unition, torpedoes, 
an d an infinite 
v ariety of sm aller articles. 
T he life-pre­ 
serving ap p a ra tu s is often lim ited tu a few 
belts tilled w ith cork, and som e lig h t boats 
designed to b&vo persons from d row ning in 
tim e of a shipw reck. 
D u rin g th e p ast few 
years m ore a tte n tio n has been given to th e 
m a tte r of saving h u m an life. 
S everal fire- 
escapes have been in v en ted and bro u g h t 
in to use in large cities. T he fire d ep artm en ts 
no loDger lim it th e ir endeavors to p a ttin g 
o a t ñam es in b u rn in g buildings. 
T hey 
have a p p a ra tu s for saving life as w ell as 
p ro p erty . 
T h e firem en first endeavor to 
save th e in m ates of r building, and th e n to 
p rev en t th e p ro p e rty from being destroyed. 
E very y ear th e brak es on railw ay cars arc 
im proved, 
so th a t now a tra in can be 
sto p p ed w hen ru n n in g a t fu ll Bpeed q uicker 
th a n a carriage d raw n by horses. 
I t is 
now proposed to h av e a p ilo t on each en ­ 
gine d raw in g a passenger tra in , w hose sole 
d u ty shall co n sist in looking o u t for d a n ­ 
gers and giving an alarm w hen it becom es 
m ccssary . 
B y 
th e adoption of various 
p recau tio n ary m easures th e loss of Ufe on 
passenger train s, in m ost E uropean coun­ 
tries, dim inishes y e a r by year, th o u g h th e 
num ber of persons carried in cars has 
largely increased. 
In an o th er decade it is 
lik ely th a t th e railw ay w ill furnish th e 
safest m ethod of traveling. 
R ecen tly a device has been b ro u g h t in to 
notice having for its o b ject th e low ering of 
lifeboats from th e deck of a vessel on the 
occasion of a sto rm o r collision. 
I t allow s 
th e paeseagers to ta k e th e ir seats in th e 
boat, sw ings i t over th e side of th e vessel, 
and deposits i t in th e w ater. 
I t is m an­ 
aged by a sm all n u m b er of m en, and re ­ 
q uires b u t a few m om ents to launch a boat. 
A n o th er in vention has been b ro u g h t o u t for 
p rev en tin g collisions of eailing vessels or 
steam ers. 
I t produces th e sam e re su lts as 
th e air o r h an d b rak e th a t is o perated on 
railw ay train s. 
I t is o p erated th e m om ent 
a n o th e r b o at o r o b stru ctio n is discovered, 
and th e vessel is b ro u g h t to a full stop. 
I t is believed th a t a steam er m ay be stopped 
by m eans of i t as q u ick ly as a tra in of cars 
are by th e action of th e a ir brake. 
T he 
device is rep re sen ted as having th e sam e 
relatio n to a vessel th a t a fia has to a 
fish. 
T he ap p a ra tu s w as recen tly trie d 
near Boston, an d w as pronounced en tirely 
successful in its operations. 
A steam er 
propelled b y an engine of six ty -h o rse 
pow er, and m oving a t th e ra te of tw en ty 
m iles an hour, was b ro u g h t to a sto p w ithin 
te n feet of th e spot w here th e alarm w as 
given. 
N o shock o r ja r w as felt as w h tn 
a train of cars 
is stopped, as th e w ater 
th ro u g h w hich th e vessel m oves is a y ie ld ­ 
ing body. 
T h e rep o rts of m any collisions 
show th a t th e p ilc t has several m in u tes’ 
w arning of danger, b u t is unable to a v e rt 
d isaster in so Bhort a tim e w ith th e m eans 
a t his com m and. 
T h e nu m b er of steam ers 
now plying b etw een th e U n ited S tates and 
G reat B ritain has becom e so g reat th a t th e 
dangers from collisions have m u ltip lied ex- 
ceediogly.

deserves to be th o ro u g h ly 
tested .
